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Tariffs  and  Trade 

BRITAIN'S  PROPOSALS  AT  GENEVA 

MR.  PETER  THORNEYCROFT  (President  of  the  Board  of  Trade) 
speaking  at  a  meeting  of  the  contracting  parties  to  the  General  Agree- 
ment on  Tariffs  and  Trade  (G.A.T.T.)  in  Geneva  on  November  8, 
pointed  out  that  expansion  in  world  trade  was  threatened  by  all  sorts 
of  pressures  for  restrictions 


The  scale  could  be  easily  tipped 
against  G.A.T.T.,  he  said,  and  the 
world  plunged  into  a  downward  spiral 
of  import  restrictions  and  reduced 
trade.  Among  the  proposals  he  made 
for  prolonging  the  life  of  G.A.T.  T. 
were :  — 

(1)  That  the  G.A.T.T.  provisions  on 
export  subsidies  should  be  strengthened, 
so  as  to  avoid  the  distortion  of  trade  by 
artificial  means. 

(2)  That  fresh  provisions  should  be 
made  within  G.A.T.T.  to  foster  the 
development  of  Colonial  territories  in 
cases  where  an  industry  to  be  developed 
depends  on  export  to  the  metropolitan 
country. 

(3)  That  the  scope  of  G.A.T.T.  be  ex- 
tended, in  particular  by  including  possibly 
international  commodities  agreements. 

(4)  That  G.A.T.T.  and  the  International 
Monetary  Fund  should  co-operate  by  the 
development  of  effective  working  relation- 
ships. 

(5)  Article  12  of  the  agreement  [The 
use  of  quota  restrictions  for  balance  of 
payments  reasons  is  permitted  under  this 
article]  should  be  reinforced  in  two  ways: 
all  restrictions  imposed  under  it  should 
be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  contract- 
ing parties  immediately  afterwards,  and 
the  extension  of  such  restrictions  beyond 
one  year  should  be  subject  to  prior 
approval  and  in  any  event  limited  except 
for  under-developed  countries  to  a  time 
limit  of  one  extra  year. 

VACUUM  WARE 
An  exhibition  in  London 

FIRST  exhibition  being  held  at  the 
headquarters  of  the  Glass  Manufac- 
turers Federation,  19  Portland  Place, 
London,  W.l,  since  their  official  open- 
ing on  May  24  (see  C.  &  D.,  May  29, 
p.  548)  is  a  display  of  vacuum  con- 
tainers staged  by  the  Vacuum  Flask 
Manufacturers  of  Great  Britain.  The 
display  is  arranged  entirely  in  the  one 
exhibition  room,  and  the  containers  are 
shown  in  groups  under  the  headings 
flasks,  jugs,  jars,  bowls  and  picnic  sets. 
A  representative  selection  of  each  type 
of  vessel  is  displayed,  prominence  be- 
ing given  to  the  newer  "  television " 
sets  and  picnic  sets.  Of  interest  is  a 
nest  of  four  polysterene  containers 
which  fits  inside  the  vacuum  jar  and 


keeps  different  types  of  food  entirely 
separate.  Manufacturers  taking  part 
are  Acme  Vacuum  Flask  Co.,  Ltd.; 
British  Vacuum  Flask  Co.,  Ltd.;  Iso- 
vac,  Ltd.;  Thermos  (1925),  Ltd.;  and 
Vacco,  Ltd.  The  exhibition  is  open 
until  December  17,  Mondays  to  Fri- 
days, 9  a.m.  till  5  p.m.,  admission  free. 

B.P.C,  1954 
Official  from  May  1,  1955  ? 

THE  Council  of  the  Society  is  recom- 
mending to  the  authorities  concerned 
that  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex 
1954  should  come  into  force  on  May 
1,  1955.  It  is  understood  that  that  date 
is  convenient  tor  National  Health  Ser- 
vice purposes  and  for  manufacturers 
and  distributors.  It  is  open  to  overseas 
authorities  to  fix  such  dates  as  are 
convenient  to  them. 

CITRUS  INDUSTRY 
Mission  to  visit  West  Indies 

THE  Government  is  sending  a  fact- 
finding mission  to  the  West  Indies 
immediately  to  examine  the  present 
organisation  and  future  plans  of  the 
West  Indian  citrus  industry.  The  ex- 
amination will  cover  citrus  and  citrus 
products  including  citrus  oils.  On  the 
mission's  report  the  Government  will 
decide  whetner  any  scheme  of  long- 
term  assistance  is  necessary  to  safe- 
guard the  industry.  After  the  United 
Kingdom  began  to  issue  licences  for 
the  import  of  certain  oils  from  the 
United  States  (C.  &  D.,  March  20, 
p.    302),    the    West    Indian  industry 


stated  that  it  was  impossible  for  it  to 
compete  with  the  U.S.  prices.  It 
claimed  that  the  industry,  being  depen- 
dent on  the  U.K.  market,  would  run 
into  serious  difficulties  unless  it  re- 
ceived help. 

RHEUMATISM  RESEARCH 
Less  work  on  adrenal  hormones 

A  CHANGE  in  policy  affecting  re- 
search in  rheumatism  was  announced 
by  the  Nuffield  Foundation  in  a  state- 
ment issued  on  November  8.  The 
Foundation  has  during  the  past  five 
years  supported  chemical  and  oth^r 
work  on  adrenal  hormones.  With  the 
gradual  fading  of  the  original  hopes  of 
cortisone  and  corticotrophin  as  pana- 
ceas for  chronic  rheumatic  diseases, 
and  the  increasing  realisation  that 
those  drugs  are  at  best  palliative  in 
such  disorders,  the  Foundation  is  re- 
verting to  its  original  policy  of  sup- 
porting fundamental  and  clinical  re- 
search into  the  nature  of  those 
diseases.

RESEARCH  GRANTS 
By  Rockefeller  Foundation 

RESEARCH  grants  to  a  number  of 
institutions  in  Great  Britain  have  been 
announced  by  the  Rockefeller  Founda- 
tion. They  include :— $45,000  for  a 
five-year  period  to  the  department  of 
chemistry,  Edinburgh  University  for 
continued  research  into  the  field  of  the 
natural  high  polymers;  $30,000  for  a 
three-year  period  to  the  biophysical  re- 
search unit  at  King's  College,  Univer- 
sity of  London;  $15,000  for  a  two-year 
period  to  the  Royal  Institution  and  its 
associated  Davy  Faraday  research 
laboratory,  towards  research  on  the 
structure  of  proteins;  and  $15,000  for  a 
three-year  period  to  Birmingham  Uni- 
versity for  continued  research  on  the 
chemistry  of  carbohydrates.  The  Found- 
ation recently  granted  $7,200  to  the 
department  of  biological  chemistry, 
Aberdeen  University,  for  equipment  to 
be  used  in  biochemical  research.  Fel- 
lowships awarded  by  the  Foundation  in 
the  third  quarter  of  1954  include:  — 
J.  Baddiley,  B.Sc,  biochemistry 
(enzymes),  Lister  Institute,  London; 
G.  E.  Fogg,  Ph.D.,  biochemistry 
(photosynthesis),  London  University; 
J.  F.  Wilkinson,  Ph.D.,  microbiology, 
Edinburgh  University;  and  E.  W. 
Yemm,  Ph.D.,  biochemistry  (micro- 
biology), Bristol  University.  The  place 
of  study  in  each  case  is  the  United 
States. 

PRODUCTION  CENSUSES 
Report  and  1954  plans 

THE  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Censuses  of  Production  and  Distribu- 
tion published  as  a  White  Paper  on 
October  26  arrives  at  the  conclusion  that 
the  censuses  of  production  and  distri- 
bution serve  a  useful  purpose  and 
should  be  continued.  The  Committee 
makes  a  number  of  specific  recommen- 
dations designed  to  reduce  the  burden 
on  the  business  community  whilst  im- 
proving the  effectiveness  of  the 
censuses.  One  recommendation  is  that 
full  censuses  of  production  should  be 
taken  triennially  for  the  present,  but 
that  the  Board  of  Trade  should  review 
the  position  not  later  than  1960,  to 
consider  whether  the  interval  between 
full  censuses  could  be  increased  to  five 
years.  It  is  further  recommended  that, 
to  reduce  the  number  of  firms  re- 
quired to  make  detailed  returns  in  a 
full  census  of  production,  and  to 
speed  up  the  processing  of  the  returns, 
the  "  exemption "  level,  below  which 
firms  are  not  required  to  make  de- 
tailed returns,  should  be  raised  from 
11  to  25  persons  employed.  That 
would  provide  relief  to  18,000  of  the 
60,000  establishments  now  required  to 
make  detailed  returns  in  a  full  census 
of  production.  In  the  intervening 
years  between  the  full  censuses  of  pro- 
duction, the  Committee  recommend  the 
taking  of  sample  surveys  (for  which 
only  a  small  proportion  of  firms  are 
required  to  make  returns)  to  provide 
the  information  needed  annually  for 


the  Government's  estimates  of  national 
income  and  expenditure,  and  that 
firms  should  be  given  advance  notice 
if  required  to  make  a  return  in  the 
sample  survey.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  census  of  distribution  should  be 
taken  once  every  ten  years  and  that 
in  the  interval  sample  surveys  should 
be  taken  every  third  or  fourth  year. 

A  full  census  of  production  is  being 
takei:  in  1955  in  respect  of  the  year 
1954.  An  order  prescribing  the  mat- 
ters about  which  returns  may  be  re- 
quired has  been  made  and  operates 
from  December  31.  It  is  the  Census 
of  Production  (1955)  (Returns  and 
Exempted  Persons)  Order,  1954  (S.I. 
1954,  No.  1412).  Copies  may  be  ob- 
tained (price  2d.,  by  post,  31d.)  from 
H.M.  Stationery  Office,  Kingsway, 
London,  W.C.2,  or  through  any  book- 
seller The  census  of  production  being 
taker-  in  1956  for  the  year  1955  will 
be  a  simplified  census,  taken  on  a 
sample  basis  similar  to  those  for  1952 
and  1953.  In  accordance  with  the  re- 
commendation of  the  committee  on  the 
censuses  of  production  and  distribu- 
tion, firms  will  as  far  as  possible  be 
given  advance  notice  if  they  will  be 
required  to  make  a  return  in  that 
census. 

PHARMACISTS'  UNION 

Discussions  on  Pharmacy  Bill 

AT  a  meeting  of  the  council  of  the 
Registered  Pharmacists'  Union,  held  in 
London,  on  October  20,  the  Pharmacy 
Bill,  1954,  was  discussed.  The  council 
noted  that  neither  physics,  physiology, 
pharmacology  nor  dispensing  were 
among  the  compulsory  subjects,  and 
that  no  mention  was  made  of  forensic 
pharmacy.  Pharmacognosy  was  given 
its  old  title  of  material  medica.  Ex- 
treme dissatisfaction  was  expressed 
that  the  part  of  the  1908  Act  allowed 
military  dispensers  to  have  their  names 
registered  without  qualifying.  It  was 
also  considered  an  insult  to  the  Irish 
pharmaceutical  chemist  that  both  the 
military  dispenser  and  the  apothecary's 
assistant  were  given  priority  of  men- 
tion before  him.  The  council  advised 


all  pharmacists  to  obtain  a  copy  of  the 
Bill  and  study  it  carefully.  The  Sec- 
retary read  correspondence  which  had 
been  received  by  the  Union  on  the 
subject  of  vhe  Linstead  report  on  hos- 
pital pharmacy,  and  there  was  unani- 
mous approval  of  the  Union's  claim 
that  there  should  be  an  immediate  in- 
crease of  hospital  remuneration  to 
pharmacists.

Medals  awarded

The  Copley  Medal  to 
Sir  Edmund  Whittaker,  F.R.S.,  for  con- 
tributions to  pure  and  applied  mathe- 
matics and  to  theoretical  physics;  The 
Rumford  Medal  to  Dr.  C.  R.  Burch, 
F.R.S.,  for  contributions  to  the  tech- 
nique for  the  production  of  high 
vacua  and  to  the  development  of  the 
reflecting  microscope;  The  Davy  Medal 
to  Dr.  J.  W.  Cook,  F.R.S.,  for  funda- 
mental investigations  in  organic  chem- 
istry; The  Darwin  Medal  to  Dr.  E.  B. 
Ford,  F.R.S.,  for  contributions  to  the 
genetical  theory  of  evolution  by  natural 
selection,  particularly  in  natural  popu- 
lations.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Family  Prescriptions 

Dr.  Harold  Davis,  in  his  address  to  physicians  and  pharmacists  at 
Bournemouth  (p.  466),  expressed  his  disapproval  of  what  he  termed  "  the 
dangerous  practice  of  prescribing  medicine  for  two  or  more  members  of 
the  same  family  on  the  same  form."  Most  pharmacists  must  have  been 
confronted  with  examples  similar  to  that  quoted  by  Dr.  Davis.  One  that 
comes  to  mind  called  for  a  quantity  of  1-gr.  tablets  of  phenobarbitone, 
and  a  quantity  of  i-gr.  tablets  of  the  same  drug.  The  1-gr.  tablets  bore 
the  laconic  direction :  "  Four  daily."  The  others  read  "  One  t.i.d."  There 
was  one  name  on  the  prescription,  and  the  customer  asked  that  they  should 
be  clearly  marked  so  that  he  would  know  which  were  his  and  which  were 
his  wife's.  Clairvoyance  not  having  been  in  the  Society's  curriculum  when 

1  qualified,  telephone  inquiry  was  necessary  to  clarify  matters.  But  while 
Dr.  Davis  realises  the  danger  to  patients,  there  is  another  aspect  which 
it  is  necessary  to  stress,  and  pharmaceutical  authorities  should  make  the 
point  with  emphasis.  The  composite  prescription  leads  to  a  lowering  of 
public  confidence  in  the  pharmacist,  who,  after  compounding  two  or  more 
items  and  labelling  with  the  name  appearing  on  the  prescription,  is  ex- 
pected to  sort  out  the  items  and  apportion  them  to  various  members 
of  the  family.  There  is  not  always  such  an  obvious  difference  as  that  cited 
by  Dr.  Davis.  It  cannot  be  too  firmly  stressed  that  such  methods  put 
the  dispenser  into  an  intolerable  situation.  That  Dr.  Davis  is  concerned 
is  understandable,  but  there  is  surely  a  quicker  method  of  notification 
than  the  addressing  of  combined  meetings  in  the  next  few  months. 

The  Causes 

I  find  that  the  problems  raised  at  Bournemouth  necessitate  a  further 
paragraph.  Effects  bear  a  relation  to  causes,  and  while  it  was  clearly 
the  duty  of  Dr.  Davis  to  direct  attention  to  the  effects  of  this  practice, 
it  was  probably  not  his  business  to  analyse  the  causes.  While  deploring 
the  facts,  it  is  only  fair  to  try  to  ascertain  why  doctors  are  resorting  to 
something  which  they  must  know  is  not  correct  procedure.  It  is  clear 
to  pharmacists  that  the  principal  reason  is  economic.  One  of  the  essential 
ingredients  in  a  doctor  is  understanding.  He  sees  his  patients  in  their 
homes.  He  is  better  placed  than  most  to  assess  the  financial  position  of 
the  family.  He  knows  that  a  family  in  ill-health  and  poor  circumstances 
finds  that  one  shilling  per  form  can  make  serious  inroads  into  a  limited 
income.  It  is  an  unfortunate  feature  that  it  is  only  when  illness  strikes 
that  the  charge  is  payable,  frequently  at  the  very  time  that  income  is 
reduced  to  sickness  benefit.  Circumstances  may  yet  compel  the  authorities 
to  decide  on  other  means  of  accomplishing  their  objective  than  the  present 
shilling  charge.  Such  a  change  would  remove  the  temptation  to  write 
family  prescriptions  and  thereby  avert  a  potential  danger,  before  some 
tragic  example  points  the  need. 

Advertising  and  Propaganda 

One  of  the  important  functions  of  the  Press,  whether  lay  or  pharma- 
ceutical, is  to  advertise.  The  attractiveness  produced  by  the  clever  use 
of  photography  is  increasingly  evident,  and  apart  altogether  from  the 
goods  advertised,  the  artistic  layout  is  most  striking.  The  personable 
young  man  who  portrays  the  chemist  is  a  pleasant  change  from  the  poorly- 
educated,  almost  illiterate  character  who  finds  his  way  into  crime  novels, 
and  even  on  to  the  screen.  I  have  never  been  able  to  understand  why 
the  chemist  is  so  often  made  to  cut  a  poor  figure,  but  perhaps  I  am  hyper- 
sensitive. It  may  be  that  the  policeman,  for  his  part,  does  not  feel  flattered 
by  the  picture  he  presents.  Perhaps  there  is  a  place  at  Bloomsbury  Square 
for  an  earnest  young  man,  with  a  taste  for  crime  fiction  (hours  9  p.m.  to 

2  a.m.)  who  could  devour  the  whole  range  of  such  literature,  and,  when 
necessary,  make  a  personal  call  on  the  author  who  has  transgressed,  leav- 
ing a  copy  of  the  examination  syllabus.  The  salary  would  need  to  be 
high,  as  the  hazards  would,  one  imagines,  be  great.

ST.  JOSEPH'S  SOCIETY

INDIA 

Half-ton  of  Opium  Seized 

Seven  large  packing  cases  containing 
half-a-ton  of  opium,  valued  at  £22,500, 
were  seized  at  Calcutta  docks  recently 
by  the  authorities. 

WEST  INDIES 

Yellow  Fever  Outbreak 

Mass  inoculation  of  the  population  of 
Port  of  Spain,  Trinidad,  is  being  car- 
ried out  following  an  outbreak  of 
yellow  fever  on  the  island.  200,000 
doses  of  vaccine,  enough  to  deal  with 
one-third  of  the  population,  were  pro- 
vided by  the  Pan-American  Sanitary 
Bureau,  an  organisation  functioning  as 
a  regional  committee  of  the  World 
Health  Organisation.  Supplies  of  DDT, 
provided  on  the  island  for  use  against 
the  malarial  mosquito,  were  diverted 
for  use  against  the  mosquito  which 
communicates  yellow  fever.

Galloway. — Total  estimate  £217,000 
compared  with  £218,224  for  1954-55. 

Inverness-shire.  —  Total  estimate 
for  1954-55,  £274,061;  for  1955-56, 
£285,291. 

Shropshire.  —  Total  estimate 
£784,205,  of  which  the  pharmaceutical 
services  are  expected  to  account  for 
£226,190. 

Glasgow.  —  Total  estimate 
£3,519,922.  Revised  estimate  for  1954- 
55,  £3,525,739,  about  £93,00*0  less  than 
the  original  estimate. 

Devon  and  Exeter. — Total  estimate 
£1,914,380,  compared  with  £1,823,986 
for  1953-54.  Pharmaceutical  services 
are  expected  to  account  for  31  per 
cent,  of  total  expenditure. 

Montgomeryshire. — Total  estimate

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IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of  Commons 


Mr.  J.  R.  Bevins  (Parliamentary  Secre- 
tary, Ministry  of  Works),  told  Mr.  N. 
Dodds  on  November  2  that  arrange- 
ments had  been  made  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Scientific  and  Industrial 
Research  in  co-operation  with  local 
authorities  to  measure  smoke  and 
sulphur  dioxide  and  to  identify 
other  pollutants  in  the  London  area 
during  the  coming  winter.  The  investi- 
gation would  not  cover  the  possibili- 
ties of  radioactive  substances  which 
might  perhaps  also  be  present  in  the 
atmosphere. 

Embargo  Damage  to  Exports 

Mr.  A.  R.  Low  (Minister  of  State, 
Board  of  Trade)  told  Mr.  S.  T. 
Swingler  on  November  2  that  evi- 
dence was  being  examined  which  he 
had  received  from  members  of  the 
Scientific  Instrument  Manufacturers' 
Association,  to  the  effect  that  the  em- 
bargo on  certain  standard  types  of 
scientific  instruments  was  causing 
damage  to  the  British  export  trade. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Hamilton  asked  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on 
November  9  if  he  had  completed  his 
examination  of  the  evidence  that  he 
had  received  from  the  Scientific  In- 
strument Manufacturers'  Association 
that  types  of  equipment  made  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  which  could  not  be 
exported  to  China,  were  being  made 
and  copied  in  East  Germany  and  else- 
where in  countries  under  Soviet  con- 
trol and  sent  from  those  countries  to 
China. 

Mr.  Low:  The  evidence  was  not 
from  the  Association  and  it  referred 
to  East  Germany  and  not  to  China. 
The  fact  that  the  Soviet  bloc  could 
produce  quite  a  number  of  strategic 
goods  was  no  reason  for  supplying 
them  with  more. 

Mr.  R.  W.  Sorensen  asked  the  Pre- 
sident of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  what 
extent  trade  had  increased  as  a  result 
of  the  easing  of  the  embargo  on  ex- 
ports to  China. 

Mr.  Low:  There  has  been  no 
general  relaxation  of  the  embargo  on 
the  export  of  strategic  goods  to  China. 
Certain  changes  were,  however,  made 
last  winter  in  the  embargo  list,  par- 
ticularly for  certain  drugs,  and  as  a 
result,  export  licences  have  been  issued 
for  about  £650,000  worth  of  goods 
previously  controlled,  mainly  pharma- 
ceuticals. 

Food  and  Drugs  BiSI 

In  committee  on  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Bill  on  November  3,  Sir  Hugh 
Linstead  moved  an  amendment  to  pro- 
vide that  if  a  sample  was  submitted  to 
analysis  when  the  office  of  the  public 
analyst  was  vacant,  it  should  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  public  analyst  for  some 
other  area,  and  that  if  that  public 
analyst  was  not  in  a  position  to  test 
the  sample — because,  it  might  be,  he 
did  not  possess  certain  expensive 
apparatus  necessary — it  should  be  sent 
to  some  other  public  analyst.  The 
purpose  of  the  amendment,  he  said, 
was  not  to  leave  it  to  a  decision  of  the 
sampling  officer  or  of  a  clerk  in  the 
department  to  decide  where  the  sample 
should  be  sent,  but  to  leave  it  to  the 


public  analyst  for  the  area  to  decide. 
It  was  a  question  of  the  professional 
status  of  the  public  analyst,  to  which 
the  Society  of  Public  Analysts  attached 
importance. 

Dr.  Charles  Hill,  for  the  Govern- 
ment, agreed  that  the  case  had  merit 
in  it,  and  undertook  to  consider  the 
point. 

On  that  understanding,  the  amend- 
ment was  withdrawn. 

Sir  Hugh  Linstead  moved  an 
amendment  to  substitute  for  the  seven 
days  within  which  a  retailer  must  give 
notice  that  he  proposed  to  rely  on  the 
defence  of  putting  the  responsibility 
back  on  the  manufacturer,  a  period 
of  time  continuing  up  to  three  clear 
days  before  the  date  of  the  hearing.  It 
might,  said  Sir  Hugh,  be  thought  that 
analysis  was  necessary  before  the  re- 
tailer was  in  a  position  to  determine 
whether  or  not  he  should  accept  the 
responsibility,  and  it  seemed  unfortu- 
nate that  time  should  run  against  the 
retailer  in  that  way.  If  the  retailer 
had  a  longer  time  to  decide  whether  or 
not  to  accept  responsibility  or  pass  it 
back,  it  might  be  said  that  the  time 
of  not  later  than  three  clear  days 
before  the  date  of  the  hearing  might 
not  give  the  manufacturer  sufficient 
time  to  prepare  his  defence.  That 
might  be  true  in  some  cases  but  it 
would  in  those  cases  be  open  to  the 
manufacturer  to  apply  for  an  adjourn- 
ment of  the  court  and  he  had  no  doubt 
that  in  those  circumstances  an  adjourn- 
ment would  be  granted  if  it  were 
applied  for. 

Dr.  riiLL,  for  the  Government, 
accepted  the  amendment. 

Tariffs  and  Trade  Revision  Policy 

Mr.  Russell  asked  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  which  individual 
industries,  or  representatives  of  indus- 
try, were  consulted  before  a  decision 
was  reached  on  the  policy  to  be  adop- 
ted towards  the  revision  of  the  General 
Agreement  on  Tariffs  and  Trade. 

Mr.  Peter  Thorneycroft  (President 
of  the  Board  of  Trade)  said  in  a  writ- 
ten answer  on  November  4  that  besides 
discussing  particular  aspects  from  time 
to  time  with  particular  industries,  he 
had  discussed  the  general  lines  of 
the  policy  with  organisations  represent- 
ing trade,  manufacturing  industry, 
agriculture  and  the  trade  union  move- 
ment. 

Numbering  of  Houses  and  Shops 

Mr.  Duncan  Sandys  (Minister  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government)  in  a 
written  reply  to  Sir  T.  Moore  on 
November  4,  said  that  he  would  not 
consider  introducing  legislation  to  en- 
force the  compulsory  numbering  of 
houses  and  shops  in  streets  and  roads. 

Blood  Donors 

Mr.  Iain  Macleod  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Colonel  Sir  L.  Ropner 
in  a  written  reply  on  November  4,  that 
there  were  about  520,000  blood  donors 
in  England  and  Wales  at  the  end  of 
1953,  the  latest  date  for  which  figures 
were  available.  An  increase  of  about 
25  per  cent,  was  needed  to  meet  the 
probable  growth  in  consumption  of 
blood  and  preparations  of  blood. 


Lung  Cancer  from  Cigarette  Paper 

Mr.  Iain  Macleod  (Minister  of 
Health)  told  Mr.  John  Hall  in  a  writ- 
ten reply  on  November  4  that  inten- 
sive attempts  to  detect  carcinogens  in 
cigarette  tobacco  and  cigarette  paper 
were  so  far  inconclusive,  but  recent 
publications  in  Great  Britain  indicated 
the  presence  of  substances  with  car- 
cinogenic potentialities  in  the  combus- 
tion products  of  cigarette  paper. 
Further  research  had  also  indicated 
their  presence  in  tobacco. 

Pharmacy  Bill 

The  Pharmacy  Bill  was  read  a  sec- 
ond time  in  the  House  of  Commons 
on  November  5.  Sir  Hugh  Linstead 
expressed  his  gratitude  to  the  Statute 
Law  Committee,  and  particularly  to 
Parliamentary  Counsel,  for  having 
taken  an  almost  incoherent  patchwork 
of  legislation  and  turned  it  into  a  very 
coherent  and  modern  statute.  He  was 
quite  certain  that,  in  doing  so,  both  ihe 
Committee  and  the  draftsmen  had 
earned  the  gratitude  of  the  pharmaceu- 
tical profession. 

Poliomyelitis 

Miss  P.  Hornsby-Smith  (Parliamen- 
tary Secretary,  Ministry  of  Health), 
told  Mr.  Kenneth  Thompson  on 
November  8  that  the  spread  of 
poliomyelitis  was  usually  by  human 
contacts,  and  that  spread  by  flies 
had  not  been  proved,  although  they 
were  sometimes  contaminated  with  the 
virus.  It  was  part  of  the  normal  work 
of  local  authorities  to  improve  fly  con- 
trol by  sanitary  measures. 

Welfare  Foods 

Mr.  Heathcoat  Amory  (Minister  of 
Food)  told  Mr.  K.  Robinson  in  a  writ- 
ten answer  on  November  8  that 
2,299,950  tins  of  National  dried  milk 
and  2,917,500  bottles  of  orange  juice 
were  distributed  to  the  public  in  the 
four  weeks  ended  June  26  and 
2,230,800  tins  and  2,925.900  bottles  in 
the  comparable  period  in  1953. 

LEGAL  REPORTS 
In  Possession  of  Indian  Hemp 

At  Leeds  recently  a  Nigerian, 
Michael  Jackson,  pleaded  guilty  to  be- 
ing in  unauthorised  possession  of 
Indian  hemp,  and  was  sent  to  prison 
for  nine  months.  Another  Nigerian, 
Ahmed  Usman,  was  sent  to  prison  for 
six  months  on  a  similar  charge.  It  was 
stated  that  police  visited  a  house  in 
Spencer  Place,  Leeds,  on  October  16. 
They  found  three  small  packages  on 
Usman  and  twenty-two  packages  on 
Jackson. 

Forged  Prescription  Charges 

At  Manchester  recently,  Dr.  James 
McKenzie,  Rochdale  Road,  Middleton, 
was  accused  of  obtaining  morphine 
with  forged  prescriptions.  He  was  re- 
manded for  eight  days  in  custody.  A 
detective-sergeant  from  Manchester 
police  Dangerous  Drugs  branch  said  he 
saw  Dr.  McKenzie  and  told  him  police 
were  making  inquiries  about  three 
National  Health  prescriptions  for  mor- 
phine, two  signed  apparently  by  a  Dr. 
James  Gourley  and  the  other  by  Dr 
J.  A.  McDonald.  The  stipendiary 
magistrate  told  McKenzie  he  would  be 
kept  under  medical  supervision.

STATUTORY  COMMITTEE 

Inquiry  adjourned  for  three  months 


THE  Statutory  Committee  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  which  met  in 
London  on  November  3,  decided  to 
adjourn  for  three  months  its  inquiry 
into  a  complaint  from  which  it 
appeared  that  a  woman  pharmacist  was 
under  the  influence  of  drink  or  drugs 
while  in  charge  of  a  pharmacy. 

The  Committee's  Solicitor  said 
that,  on  June  14,  a  police  inspector 
and  a  police  sergeant  visited  the  shop 
where  the  pharmacist  was  employed  as 
a  locum  and  they  formed  the  opinion 
that  she  was  under  the  influence  of 
drink  or  drugs,  probably  drugs.  The 
Inspector,  giving  evidence,  said  that 
the  pharmacist  was  unsteady  on  her 
feet,  her  hair  was  dishevelled,  and 
she  seemed  to  have  difficulty  in  con- 
trolling her  movements.  Her  speech 
was  not  that  of  a  really  drunken  per- 
son and  he  did  not  notice  anything 
about  her  breath.  She  had  great  diffi- 
culty in  producing  the  key  of  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  cupboard.  The 
Chairman  (Mr.  D.  A.  Scott  Cairns, 
Q.C.):  Do  you  feel  that  you  are  com- 
petent to  express  an  opinion  whether 
a  person  is  under  the  influence  of 
drink  or  not?  The  Inspector:  Com- 
petent on  drink  but  not  on  drugs.  In 
his  opinion  the  pharmacist  was  not 
under  the  influence  of  drink. 

Counsel  for  the  pharmacist  gave 
evidence  that  his  client,  who  was  a 
married  woman  with  two  children,  had 
been  suffering  from  mitral  stenosis 
and  on  the  day  in  question  was  under 


another  serious  disability.  She  admit- 
ted that  she  had  taken  a  dose  of 
chlorodyne.  Cross-examined  by  the 
Committee's  solicitor,  the  pharmacist 
admitted  that  she  had  taken  chloro- 
dyne on  numerous  occasions  but  said 
she  was  not  taking  it  now.  It  had  been 
prescribed  for  her  about  1949.  She 
told  the  chairman  that  she  could  not 
remember  how  much  chlorodyne  she 
had  taken  on  the  day  in  question.  She 
had  taken  it  only  once  since. 

Giving  the  Committee's  decision,  the 
chairman  said  that  the  Committee 
concluded  that  the  pharmacist  was,  on 
June  14,  in  such  a  condition,  owing  to 
drink  or  drugs,  as  to  be  incapable  of 
properly  conducting  a  pharmacy. 
There  was  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the 
explanation  of  her  condition  on  that 
day  was  the  taking  by  her  of  a  dose 
of  chlorodyne.  The  Committee  con- 
cluded that  that  amounted  to  miscon- 
duct that  rendered  her  unfit  to  be  on 
the  register  of  pharmacists  but  if  the 
pharmacist  was  willing,  for  the  next 
three  months,  to  submit  herself  to 
medical  care  and  observation  and  for 
her  doctor  to  make  a  report  to  the 
Committee  upon  her  condition  during 
those  three  months,  the  inquiry  would 
be  adjourned  for  that  period.  The 
question  of  whether  her  name  should 
be  removed  from  the  register  would 
be  reconsidered  at  the  end  of  that  time 
in  the  light  of  the  report.  The  Phar- 
macist agreed  to  that  and  to  under- 
take no  locum  work  in  the  meantime. 
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PROPRIETARY  ASSOCIATION  OF  AMERICA 

Its  organisation  described  in  past  president's  London  address 


MR.  Charles  S.  Beardsley  (chairman, 
Miles  Laboratories,  Inc.),  addressed 
the  Proprietary  Association  of  Great 
Britain  at  their  quarterly  luncheon 
held  in  London  recently.  Mr.  Beards- 
ley,  who  is  a  past  president  of  the 
Proprietary  Association  of  America, 
said  that  the  Proprietary  Association 
of  America  had  two  classes  of  mem- 
bers— active  and  associate.  The  active 
membership  was  composed  of  manu- 
facturers and  distributors  of  proprie- 
tary articles.  The  associate  membership 
included  suppliers  of  materials  used  in 
manufacturing  proprietary  articles,  ad- 
vertising agencies  and  advertising 
media.  To  become  a  member  of  the 
Association,  the  following  conditions 
must  be  fulfilled:  — 

1.  Applicant  must  be  the  manufacturer 
of  a  proprietary  article  used  in  home  medi- 
cation, and  sold  under  a  trade  mark,  trade 
name  or  other  trade  symbol,  privately 
owned  or  registered  in  the  U.S.  Patent 
Office,  and  offered  for  sale  to  the  public. 

2.  Labels  must  conform  with  the  provi- 
sions of  the  Federal  Food,  Drug  and 
Coimetic  Act. 

3.  The  article  must  not  be  offered  for 
use  for  any  immoral  or  illegal  pmpose. 

4.  It  must  contain  no  narcotic. 

5.  It  must  not  be  offered  for  sale  for 
any  incurable  disease. 

6.  It  must  only  contain  alcohol  neces- 
sary to  hold  in  solution. 

In  1904  the  Proprietary  Association 
had  endorsed  the  Food  and  Drug  Bill 
that  was  then  pending  in  Congress. 
Since  that  date  the  Association  had 
continued  to  work  for  legislation  that 
would  afford  the  consumer  the  greatest 
amount  of  protection. 

Another  Act  that  was  vital  to  the 
industry  was  the  Federal  Trade  Com- 
mission Act,  which  controlled  adver- 
tising in  the  United  States.  In  1938  the 
Act  was  amended  so  that  the  Federal 
Trade  Commission  now  proceeded 
against  any  company  that  used  what 
was  called  unfair  advertising.  The  law 
now  prohibited  the  "  engaging  in  un- 
fair methods  of  competition  in  com- 
merce and  unfair  or  deceptive  acts  or 
practices  in  commerce."  It  was  no  lon- 
ger necessary  to  prove  that  a  competi- 
tor had  been  injured. 

Before  the  amendment  of  that  Act 
the  Association  had  adopted  in  1934 
its  "  code  of  advertising  practices" 
and  established  an  advisory  committee 
on  advertising. 

Difficulties  of  (he  Manufacturers 

The  speaker  emphasised  the  difficul- 
ties that  a  company  in  the  proprietary 
field  in  the  U.S.  encountered  first  in 
complying  with  Federal  food  and  drug 
law  and  then  with  the  laws  of  each  of 
the  forty-eight  states.  Some  states 
attempted  to  pass  laws  to  prevent  the 
selling  of  any  products  for  home  medi- 
cation unless  sold  by  a  registered 
pharmacist.  No  state  had  been  fully 
successful  in  that. 

At  the  present  time  most  of  the 
major  companies  in  the  Proprietary 
Association  had  established  research 
laboratories. 


Many  of  the  larger  companies  in  the 
U.S.  had,  in  addition  to  their  proprie- 
tary business,  wholly  owned  subsidiary 
companies  that  did  not  sell  to  the 
general  public,  but  sought  to  promote 
their  entire  business  through  the  me- 
dical profession. 

The  Proprietary  Association  had 
within  it  a  number  of  sections.  The 
scientific  section  studied  scientific  and 
technical  problems  in  the  industry. 
Under  it,  members  interested  in  phe- 
nolphthalein  had  established  the  Phe- 
nolphthalein  Institute  to  study  that 
drug.  Similarly  the  Institute  for  the 
Study  of  Analgesic  and  Sedative  Drugs 
had  been  formed.  Extensive  studies 
had  been  made  on  acetanilide,  anti- 
pyrine,  amidopyrin,  phenacetin,  aspirin, 
bromides,  etc.,  and  today  the  literature 
on  those  drugs  was  sound  and  stable, 
so  that  anyone  could  determine  the 
exact  status  of  a  particular  drug. 

Therapeutic  Research 

The  Association  was  also  respon- 
sible for  organising  the  Therapeutic 
Research  Foundation,  which  employed 
experts  in  various  fields  to  study  basic 
drugs  to  determine  their  value,  and 
whether  or  not  they  might  be  dan- 
gerous when  used  as  was  generally 
directed.  That  organisation  had  con- 
cluded some  valuable  work  and  added 
many  valuable  papers  to  the  litera- 
ture. Among  those  was  ari  analysis  of 
the  value  of  products  containing 
various  salts  of  mercury,  and  the  pos- 
sibility of  those  salts  being  absorbed 
through  the  skin  in  quantities  sufficient 
to  cause  mercurial  poisoning  follow- 
ing the  use  of  face  creams.  As  a  re- 
sult, the  industry  and  the  Federal 
Food  and  Drug  Administration,  in 
conference,  had  agreed  upon  the  percen- 
tage of  the  various  types  of  mercury 
salts  that  should  be  included  in  face 
creams;  and  also,  the  statements  that 
should  be  included  in  the  labelling 
and  advertising  of  those  that  were 
offered  for  sale  over  the  counter. 

The  foreign  trade  section  was  com- 
posed of  those  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation who  were  interested  in  export. 
The  foreign  trade  section  gathered  in- 
formation on  rules,  regulations  and 
restrictions  that  affected  export  work. 
That  information  was  made  available 
to  members  through  a  bulletin  ser- 
vice. 

The  national  relations  committee 
co-operated  with  members  of  the  drug 
industry  and  others  interested  in  con- 
sumer protection  who  desired  to  see 
uniform  Federal  and  State  legislation 
enacted. 

In  the  United  States  the  National 
Drug  Trade  Conference  represented  a 
cross-section  of  the  entire  drug  indus- 
try. In  fact,  there  were  nine  groups  in 
all,  representing  the  boards  of  phar- 
macy, colleges  of  pharmacy,  retailers, 
wholesalers,  and  manufacturers  of 
drugs.  Problems  that  affected  the  en- 
tire industry  were  brought  up  for  dis- 
cussion, and  the  organisation  was  a 
forum,  not  a  caucus.  Perhaps  the  most 
worthwhile    development  originating 


in  the  National  Drug  Trade  Confer- 
ence was  the  American  Foundation 
for  Pharmaceutical  Education.  Mem- 
bers of  the  proprietary  industry  had 
played  an  important  part  in  its  orga- 
nisation and  progress.  Every  segment 
of  the  drug  industry  was  represented. 
It  was  organised  during  the  early  part 
of  the  1939-45  war  when  the  army  and 
navy  were  conscripting  all  youths 
eligible  for  the  armed  forces.  Phar- 
macy was  not  then  recognised  by 
Federal  law  as  being  essential.  Since 
that  time  the  law  had  been  amended. 
The  drug  industry  had  kept  the 
schools  alive  by  collecting  funds  from 
the  industry.  Grants  were  made  to  the 
colleges  and  to  undergraduates.  Since 
the  war  higher  education  in  pharmacy 
was  now  supported  through  fellows  in 
the  colleges  of  pharmacy.  Through 
these  fellowships,  future  instructors 
for  pharmacy  colleges  were  trained,  as 
well  as  men  who  were  qualified  to  hold 
responsible  positions  in  the  research 
and  manufacturing  departments  of  the 
various  drug-producing  companies. 

There  was  no  organisation  in  the 
United  States  similar  to  the  Proprie- 
tary Articles  Trade  Association  in 
Britain.  Each  state  had  its  own  fair 
trade  law. 

On  account  of  the  misunderstand- 
ing of  those  statutes  on  fair  trade 
there  had  been  organised  in  1949  the 
Bureau  of  Education  on  Fair  Trade, 
which  had  been  supported  by  the  en- 
tire drug  industry.  The  function  of  the 
Bureau  was  to  develop  public  under- 
standing and  support  for  the  fair  trade 
laws  as  instruments  of  public  policy. 

DEVELOPMENTS  IN 
THE  UNITED  STATES 

ACCORDING  to  Dr.  K.  S.  Markley 
(vegetable  oil  specialist  of  the  Institute 
of  Inter-American  Affairs  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture's  Foreign 
Operations  Administration)  labora- 
tory tests  show  that  Paraguay's  caran- 
day  palm  (Copemicia  australis  Becc.) 
promises  to  challenge  the  dominating 
position  now  held  by  Brazil's  car- 
nauba  palm  leaf  as  a  source  of  hard 
vegetable  wax.  The  tests  indicate  that 
it  is  difficult  to  distinguish  caranday 
wax  from  that  made  from  carnauba 
palm  leaves.  Both  have  high  melting 
points  and  about  the  same  wax-water 
emulsifying  properties.  The  caranday 
palm  grows  in  abundance  over  several 
thousand  square  miles  of  the  Para- 
guayan Chaco  and  in  adjoining  areas 
of  Bolivia  and  Brazil. 

Chemical  Growth  Regulator 

Dr.  F.  P.  Cullinan  (chief  of  the  hor- 
ticultural research  branch  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture's  agricul- 
tural research  service)  has  reported  re- 
search on  a  chemical  growth  regulator, 
amo  1618.  It  is  a  quaternary  ammo- 
nium compound  whose  use  causes  cer- 
tain plants  to  become  intensely  green, 
and  others  to  grow  stems  only  half  as 
long  as  normal.

Address  on  Cancer  Research 

Some  aspects  of  the  chemotherapy  of 
malignant  growth  were  discussed  by  Dr. 
W  Davis  (Chester  Beatty  Research  In- 
stitute) at  a  meeting  of  the  Romford 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
held  at  Gidea  Park  on  October  25  Dr. 
Davis  spoke  of  the  many  lines  of  ap- 
proach which  had  been  followed  up 
and  emphasised  the  vigour  of  the  re- 
search, particularly  in  Great  Britain 
and  the  United  States.  He  detailed  he 
intricate  pattern  of  research  at  the 
biological-testing  and  clinical-trial 
stages  of  each  drug.  Numerous  ques- 
tions were  asked,  and  a  vote  of  thanks 
to  the  speaker  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Moore. 

SOUTHAMPTON 
Pharmaceutical  Antiques 

A  talk  on  collecting  pharmaceutical 
antiques,  given  by  Miss  Agnes  Lothian 
F  P  S  (librarian  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society)  at  a  meeting  of  the  Southamp- 
ton Branch  of  the  Society  recently,  was 
illustrated  by  slides  covenng  a  wide 
range  of  interest,  from  pages  and  de- 
tails from  early  herbals  and  similar 
works  to  illustrations  of  drug  jars  and 
apparatus.  Miss  Lothian  gave  a  detailed 
explanation  of  the  English  delft  jars 
from  the  Society's  collection,  showing 
the  development  of  the  shape  and  de- 
coration. There  were  many  slides  ot 
different  types  of  mortars  and  Italian 
drug  jars  were  discussed  and  the  slides 
showed  several  examples  of  Albarelli 
with  differing  styles  of  labelling  and 
decoration.  Miss  Lothian  answered 
questions  from  members  and  examined 
some  specimens  brought  for  her  in- 
spection, including  several  mortars 
some  dated,  and  one  initialled;  and 
two  drug  jars. 
WEST  LONDON 
Cause  and  Effects  of  Fog 
The  first  meeting  of  the  1954-55  ses- 
sion of  the  Western  (London)  Pharma- 
cists Association,  held  on  October  13, 
was  addressed  by  Dr.  J.  A.  Scott 
(chief  medical  officer  of  health,  London 
County  Council)  on  "  The  Fight 
Against  Fog."  Describing  the  tragic 
effects  of  the  great  fog  of  1952,  Dr. 
Scott  passed  around  the  audience 
graphs  showing  the  increase  in  deaths 
during  the  four  days  December  5-8. 
Over  1,500  extra  deaths  occurred  in 
London  and  over  4,000  extra  in  Greater 
London.  The  old  and  very  young  were 
the  hardest  hit  and  causes  of  death  were 
usually  bronchitis,  pulmonary  tubercu- 
losis and  diseases  of  the  heart.  It  was 
probable  that  sulphur  particles  instead 
of    being   arrested    in    the  bronchia, 


passed  down  to  the  lungs  where  their 
toxic  effects  were  similar  to  those  of 
hydrocyanic  acid.  There  would  have 
been  a  public  outcry  had  such  a  death 
roll  been  caused  by  unclean  food  or 
water,  and  the  public  should  be  pre- 
pared to  pay  for  the  cost  of  clean  air. 
The  cure  was  to  be  found  in  the  use  of 
smokeless  fuel  which  should  be  made 
more  abundant,  and  in  the  cleansing  of 
effluent  smoke  from  power  stations. 

PORTSMOUTH 

Representatives  Report  Back 

Criticisms  of  the  Branch  Representa- 
tives meeting  held  at  Oxford  in  Sep- 
tember (see  C.  &  D.,  September  25,  p. 
328)  were  voiced  by  representatives  of 
the  Branch  at  a  meeting  of  the  Ports- 
mouth Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  at  Southsea  on  October  19.  Mr. 
R.  E.  Clarke  felt  that  more  time  could, 
with  advantage,  have  been  spent  on  Mr. 
Hudson's  paper  on  the  retail  practice 
of  pharmacy.  Mr.  A.  J.  C.  Bull  re- 
ported that  the  agenda  papers  for  the 
meeting  were  late  in  being  sent  out,  so 


that  sufficient  time  had  not  been  avail- 
able for  Branch  discussion.  Mr.  I.  C. 
Bloomfield  agreed  with  the  comments 
and  said  that  he  had  ventilated  those 
points  in  the  appropriate  quarter.  Mr. 
N.  Francis  said  that  he  was  pleased 
to  see  that  the  science  sessions  were  of 
more  interest  to  the  average  pharmacist 
than  in  recent  years,  and  that  younger 
men  and  women  were  now  reading 
papers. 

Coloured  slides  of  Birdsgrove  House 
were  then  introduced  and  explained  by 
Mr.  Bloomfield,  and  an  appeal  was 
launched  by  the  chairman  (Mr.  L.  J. 
Chamberlain)  to  raise  funds  to  furnish 
a  bedroom  at  the  house.

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Rationalised  Prescribing 

In  addresses  recently,  Dr.  H.  Davis  (chief  pharmacist, 
Ministry  of  Health)  has  touched  on  a  subject  of  some 
importance:  what  might  be  termed  the  rationalisation 
of  prescribing.  Dr.  Davis  expressly  disclaimed,  as  one 
would  expect,  any  intention  of  teaching  doctors  how 
or  what  to  prescribe.  Possibly  pharmacists  engaged  in 
the  National  Health  Service  might  be  pardoned  for 
hoping  that  a  mentor  might  appear  within  the  medical 
profession  to  give  his  colleagues  hints  upon  one  or 
two  small  points  on  which  they  are  apt  to  go  astray, 
and  certainly  that  medical  students,  whose  instruction 
in  prescription  writing  is  today  necessarily  limited, 
might  be  steered  clear  of  the  worst  pitfalls. 

However  that  may  be,  it  would  seem  legitimate  in 
the  meantime  for  chemists  to  consider  some  of  the 
points  made  by  Dr.  Davis,  so  that  they  may  be  primed 
if  a  local  prescriber  should  seek  enlightenment  on 
what  the  contractors'  attitude  is  to  the  issues  involved. 
Contractors  can  claim  to  have  a  real,  if  rather  negative, 
interest  in  prudent  prescribing  because,  although  they 
are,  with  certain  exceptions,  called  upon  to  supply 
everything  the  doctors  order,  any  extravagance  or  lack 
of  proportion  on  EC10  prescriptions  is  liable  to  cause 
a  shout  against  the  high  costs  of  the  pharmaceutical 
service.  When  that  happens,  the  implication  is  that 
it  is  pharmacists  who  are  the  cause  of  the  cost,  and 
the  public  come  to  think  that  chemists  are  being  paid 
too  much.  Unfortunately,  also,  the  Treasury  is  apt 
to  think  that  the  remedy  is  to  reduce  contractors' 
remuneration.  We  should  all  guard  against  any  in- 
clination to  show  resentment  on  that  score,  for  to  do 
so  would  lead  professional  advantage  to  be  confused 
with  abstract  justice.  Trie  touchstone  must  always  be 
the  public  welfare. 

Let  us  examine  Dr.  Davis's  remarks  in  the  light 
of  those  precepts.  He  pointed  out  that  there  are  eighty- 
seven  branded  varieties  of  single-vitamin  tablets.  Was 
there  any  point  in  insisting  on  the  branded  tablet  ? 
Provided  the  eighty-seven  tablets  are  all  described  in 
terms  of  official  titles  and  no  special  claims  are  made 
for  them  by  the  manufacturers,  then  we  may  admit 
that  the  prescriber  may  fairly  be  asked  to  consider 
specifying  the  standard  preparation  (or  at  least  one 
at  the  same  price  as  the  standard).  The  request  should 
not  be  extended  to  apply  to  those  proprietary  prepara- 
tions for  which  the  manufacturer  claims  a  difference 
from  the  standard  preparation,  and  from  which  the 
prescriber  gets — or  believes  he  gets — superior  results. 
There  the  principle  of  the  prescriber's  freedom  must 
be  paramount,  and  his  decision  influenced,  not  by  an 


easy-to- remember  proprietary  name  that  embodies  a 
hint  of  the  drug's  pharmacology,  but  exclusively  by 
the  welfare  of  the  patient. 

Next,  the  apparent  economy  of  prescribing  for  more 
than  one  person  on  the  same  prescription  must  be 
avoided.  Why  ?  Because  the  dangers  of  use  by  the 
wrong  patient,  or  in  the  wrong  way,  may  involve  the 
cost  of  lives  as  well  as  drugs.  That  is  so  plain  as  to 
seem  self-evident,  and  Dr.  Davis's  promise  to  bring 
it  to  the  notice  of  audiences  of  doctors  will  be  recog- 
nised by  pharmacists  as  a  slight  contribution  to  sane 
and  safe  prescribing.  Its  emphasis  is  rightly  on  the 
patient's  welfare.  On  that  subject  it  is  permissible  to 
generalise,  but  in  others  generalities  should  be  regarded 
with  suspicion.  That  applies  to  costs  of  proprietaries. 
Recent  talk  centring  on  certain  proprietaries  which 
(taking  into  account  the  lower  dispensing  fees  on  pro- 
prietaries) cost  less  to  the  Exchequer  than  comparable 
formulary  preparations,  may  engender — has  engen- 
dered— the  erroneous  idea  that  it  is  usually  cheaper 
to  prescribe  proprietaries  generally.  That  is  not  so. 
Dr.  Davis  knew  of  no  proprietary  which,  divorced 
from  dispensing  fees,  was  less  expensive  than  the  cor- 
responding formulary  product.  It  would  be  far  better 
for  the  prescriber,  here  again,  to  think  only  in  terms 
of  the  therapeutic  merits  of  the  medicament,  and  not 
to  prescribe  either  proprietary  or  non-proprietary 
merely  because  it  is  cheaper.  Has  not  the  Ministry 
been  persuading  him  to  put  cheapness  first? 

One  other  factor  in  the  rationalising  of  prescriptions 
has  only  an  indirect  bearing,  if  any,  on  cost,  but  could 
go  a  great  way  to  promote  the  efficiency  of  the  Service 
and  the  patient's  maximum  faith  in  it.  If  prescription 
ingredients  were  all  written  legibly  and  in  correct  legal 
form,  and  with  the  patient's  name  and  doctor's  signa- 
ture perfectly  plain  and  clear,  there  would  be  no  loss 
of  time  in  deciphering  the  prescription,  and  no  loss 
of  confidence  in  the  chemist's  ability  to  give  what  the 
doctor  ordered. 

Thought  and  discussion  along  those  lines,  rather  than 
criticism  of  individual  prescriptions,  will  improve  pro- 
fessional relations.  It  will  bring  about  the  economies 
it  is  in  the  public  interest — and  not  solely  to  the 
Treasury's  kudos — to  effect. 

Aloes  from  St.  Vincent 

Recently  consideration  has  been  given  to  the  possi- 
bility of  establishing  an  aloes  industry  in  the  Grena- 
dines, the  small  islands  that  lie  between  St.  Vincent 
and  Grenada  in  the  British  West  Indies.  The  plants 
are  of  the  Curacao  type  and  grow  abundantly 
while  the  juice  can  be  easily  extracted  from  the.  leaves. 
The  yield  per  acre  has  been  estimated  at  150  lb.  gum, 
which  can  yield  35  lb.  aloin.  A  sample  of  juice  pre- 
pared by  concentrating  aloe  juice  three  times  was  for- 
warded to  the  Colonial  Products  Laboratory  in  London 
for  examination. 

According  to  Feuell  &  Jarvis  {Colonial  Plant  and 
Animal  Products,  1954.  IV.  168),  it  showed  that  the 
solid,  aloes  obtained  from  the  juice  conformed  to  the 
requirements  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  1953,  and 
had  a  satisfactory  aloin  content.  They  remark  that,  to  be 
acceptable  commercially,  the  juice  would  require  further 
concentration,  such  that  it  would  solidify  on  cooling 
and  after  pouring  into  cases.  An  additional  source  of 
aloes  would  certainly  be  welcomed  by  the  London 
market  at  the  present  moment.

TRAINING  ASSISTANTS 

Sir. — For  some  time  1  have  realised  that  something 
should  be  done  to  train  counter  assistants  in  pharmacy. 
The  manager  is  now  mainly  concerned  with  dispensing,  and 
the  sales  side  is  much  neglected.  It  is  essential  that  the 
young  lady  who  accepts  and  passes  out  the  prescriptions 
should  also  have  some  knowledge  of  invalid  diets,  insulin, 
aperients,  sedatives,  as  well  as  cosmetics  and  photography 
— as  most  private  pharmacies  are  small  and  the  business 
mixed.  The  companies  realise  this  problem  and  do  a  tre- 
mendous amount  to  train  their  staffs.  The  matter  was  dis- 
cussed at  a  local  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  meeting, 
and  it  was  decided  that  it  would  not  be  practicable  to  run 
local  classes.  I  feel  that  the  C.  &  D.  would  be  filling  an 
urgent  need  if  they  could  print  an  assistants'  page.  This 
would  be  in  the  centre  of  each  issue  if  this  were  possible, 
so  that  it  could  be  torn  out  and  given  to  the  staff  for  study. 
All  aspects  of  retail  business  could  be  discussed  without 
great  detail,  and  if  successful,  the  articles  could  be  re- 
printed in  booklet  form.  e.  c  burrow 

COLOURED  TABLETS 
Sir, — In  his  letter  about  coloured  tablets  your  corres- 
pondent Mr.  I.  Anderton  has  overlooked  the  real  reason 
for  the  colouring  and  coating  of  tablets.  In  my  young 
days  the  patient  consulted  his  physician.  From  him  he 
reverently  received  a  prescription  which  he  brought  into 
us,  the  pharmacists,  for  dispensing.  The  resulting  medica- 
ment was  solemnly  handed  out  to  him  carefully  wrapped 
in  mystery  and  white  paper.  Nowadays  the  relationship 
is  different.  The  patient  goes  to  his  doctor  and  tells  him 
what  he  requires.  The  doctor  then  writes  out  a  chit  (EC  10) 
for  it  and  the  patient  brings  it  to  the  chemist.  The  chemist 
then  duly  hands  out  the  medicine,  often  unwrapped  in 
paper,  but  very  rarely  enveloped  in  any  mystery.  Now, 
Sir,  how  is  the  patient  going  to  be  able  to  check  that  his 
tablets  are  what  he  asked  for  unless  they  can  be  easily 
identified  ?  As  our  dispensing  departments  are  not,  as  yet, 
run  on  cafeteria  lines  the  patient  cannot  check  the  stock- 
bottle  label.  He  must  therefore  rely  upon  colourings,  coat- 
ings and  markings  upon  the  tablets.

DRUG  STORAGE  IN  HOSPITALS 

Sir— With  reference  to  the  Hospital  Forum  article  on 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations  and  the  Pharmacy  Acts 
(C.  &  D.,  October  30,  p.  447),  may  I  point  out  that,  accord- 
ing to  the  Poisons  Rules,  1952,  Paragraph  29  (4), 

"  All  places  in  which  poisons  are  required  by  this  Rule  to 
be  stored  must  be  inspected  at  regular  intervals  of  time  not 
exceeding  three  months  by  a  Pharmacist  or  by  some  other 
person  appointed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Governing  body  or 
person  in  control  of  the  institution."  (Institution  meaning 
any  hospital  at  which  human  or  animal  ailments  are  treated.) 
Under  this  rule  any  medical  officer,  or  administrative  offi- 
cials such  as  matrons,  deputy  matrons,  chief  male  nurses 
or  their  deputies  may  inspect  poison  cupboards  as  part  of 
their  routine  duties.  All  that  is  necessary  for  such  a  pro- 
cedure is  that  the  "  person  in  control "  of  the  hospital 
shall  issue  such  an  order.  The  people  mentioned  are  res- 
ponsible to  the  Hospital  Management  Committee  for  all 
matters  within  the  wards — and  the  poison  cupboards  are 
within  the  wards.  Some  twelve  months  ago  I  went  into 
this  matter  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  on  the  ground 
that  people  other  than  myself  were  giving  orders  concern- 
ing the  control  of  poisons  within  the  wards,  I  received 
very  kind  consideration  from  the  Society,  but  the  Acts 
have  to  be  accepted  as  they  stand  unless  a  test  case  is 
fought  in  the  courts  of  law.  A  further  point  relates  to  men- 
tal hospitals.  In  those  hospitals  the  medical  superintendent 
is  the  chief  executive  officer,  and  by  virtue  of  that  position 
is  the  controller  of  all  medical  matters.  Are  the  control 
of  Dangerous  Drugs  and  other  First  Schedule  poisons 
within  his  purview?  There  is  the  possibility  that,  even 
though  the  pharmacist  is  the  person  nominated  by  the 
Regulations  as  being  responsible  for  control  of  Dangerous 
Drugs  within  the  hospital,  the  executive  powers  of  a  medi- 
cal superintendent  cannot  be  divorced  from  that  situation. 
A  further  point  arises  with  regard  to  any  hospitals,  similar 
to  my  own,  where  the  chief  pharmacist  does  not  order  in 
the  official  hospital  order  books.  At  this  hospital  we  have 
a  chief  pharmacist  sending  a  requisition  for  Dangerous 
Drugs  to  a  supplies  officer,  who  must,  by  virtue  of  a  deci- 
sion of  the  H.M.C.,  attach  to  it  an  official  hospital  order 
form  bearing  his  signature  before  the  requisition  may  be 
dispatched  to  a  supplier.  Who,  therefore,  orders  the  Dan- 
gerous Drugs — the  chief  pharmacist  or  the  supplies  officer? 

A  ward  sister  has  no  right  whatever  to  store  heroin  in 
her  desk  unless  she  observes  Para.  29  (3)  of  the  Poisons 
Rules,  which  states 

"  In  every  institution  every,  substance  included  in  the  First 
Schedule  to  these  rules  which  is  stored  in  the  wards  must  be 
stored  in  the  cupboard  reserved  solely  for  the  storage  of 
poisons  and  poisonous  substances  "  [my  own  italics]. 

Should  the  ward  sister  store  only  Dangerous  Drugs  within 
the  drawer,  and  she  herself  be  entirely  responsible  for 
carrying  the  key,  then  it  is  possible  that  she  is  quite  cor- 
rect in  her  action.  The  second  part  of  the  quoted  sentence 
is  worded  most  inadequately,  as  it  is  possible  to  store  all 
First  Schedule  poisons  alongside  the  vile-smelling  disinfec- 
tants, liniments,  lotions,  etc. 

The  chief  pharmacist  who  has  a  legal  agreement  on  these 
matters  with  his  H.M.C.  is  the  only  person  who  is  covered 
by  the  D.D.  Regulations  and  the  Poisons  Rules.  In  the 
event  of  such  an  agreement  the  entire  legal  responsibility 
for  the  control  of  First  Schedule  poisons  and  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  for  proper  and 
adequate  storage  within  the  wards  rests  between  the  H.M.C. 
and  the  chief  pharmacist.  Chief  pharmacists  not  covered 
by  such  an  agreement  have  no  legal  cover.  H.M.C.'s  are 
appointed  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Boards,  which  are  in 
turn  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Health.  The  H.M.C.  is 
appointed  "  for  the  day-to-day  running  of  the  hospital  " 
and  all  legal  matters  such  as  those  referred  to  are  entirely 
between  the  H.M.C.  and  the  chief  pharmacist.  In  the  event 
of  recourse  to  the  R.H.B.  or  the  Ministry  of  Health,  or 
both,  the  matters  will  be  referred  back  to  local  level.  That 
happened  to  me  at  my  own  hospital  in  what  I  interpreted 
as  unwarranted  interference  in  my  system  of  poison  controi 
and  poison-cupboard  inspection.  The  H.M.C.  has  really  in 
practice  what  must  be  referred  to  as  "  totalitarian  "  powers 
on  certain  aspects  of  hospital  administration.  The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  has  no  statutory  power  in  these  matters, 
f"d  can  only  advise  the  various  bodies  concerned.  It  is, 
of  course,  optional  whether  the  advice  is  accepted. 


All  mental  hospitals  within  the  National  Health  Service 
have  annual  visits  by  representatives  of  the  Ministry.  These 
people  have  the  right  to  inspect  any  part  of  the  hospital, 
including  ward  poison  cupboards  and  pharmaceutical  de- 
partments. Adverse  comments  may  be  made  by  the  visitors 
upon  matters  connected  with  the  duties  of  the  chief  phar- 
macist, who  has  no  possibility  of  stating  a  case  as  he  does 
not  receive  any  information  until  a  much  later  date,  when 
the  report  has  been  accepted  by  the  H.M.C.  The  pharma- 
cist may  then  have  an  opportunity  of  stating  a  case,  but 
it  is  obvious  that  decisions  are  made  without  recourse  to 
the  responsible  person.  That  idea  is  a  continuation  of  the 
old  Board  of  Lunacy  control,  as  that  body  is  now  a  sub- 
sidiary of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Incidentally,  the  visitors 
have  themselves  no  statutory  powers  with  regard  to  the 
pharmacist  or  the  poison-control  system  which  the  phar- 
macist operates,  but  recommendations  are  usually  accepted 
by  the  management  committees.  Three  points  emerge.  First, 
the  general  hospital  pharmacist  is  not  bothered  with  these 
irritating  matters.  Secondly,  the  visitors  have  not  the 
slightest  connection  with  practical  pharmacy.  Thirdly,  this 
is  a  situation  in  which  the  advent  of  the  Society  into  the 
realm  of  hospital  pharmacy  would  be  advisable  and  wel- 
come. The  Forum  article  introduces  the  possibility  of  a 
team  of  officials  plus  the  pharmacist.  We  must  remember 
the  "  plus,"  because  it  would  mean  a  continuation  of  the 
pharmacist's  "  Cinderella  "  status  in  the  Service. 

The  only  solution  would  be  (a)  that  the  pharmacist 
should  have  a  legal  agreement  to  the  effect  that  he  is  the 
only  person  with  access  to  his  stocks  of  all  First  Schedule 
poisons;  (b)  that  the  pharmacist  and  ward  sisters  (or  charge 
nurses)  should  be  the  only  people  with  access  to  ward 
stocks  of  all  First  Schedule  poisons  unless  the  pharmacist, 
on  account  of  some  misdemeanour  relating  to  ward  stocks, 
should  think  it  advisable  to  call  in  assistance;  and  (c)  no 
person  other  than  the  pharmacist  should  have  access  to 
the  pharmaceutical  department  and  the  First  Schedule  poi- 
sons stored  therein.  That  situation  could  be  covered  by 
ensuring  that  adequate  stocks  are  maintained  in  the  wards, 
out-patients'  department,  and  theatre.

FAIR  CRACK  OF  THE  (IRISH)  WHIP 
Sir,— In  the  C.  &  D.  of  October  23  you  report  the 
president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  as  say- 
ing, at  the  seventy-ninth  annual  meeting  of  the  Society, 
that  "the  opening  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy  would  be 
recalled  with  pleasure  by  those  who  were  present,  and  in 
his  opinion  the  occasion  was  more  than  an  important  date 
— it  was  a  revelation  to  non-pharmacists  of  the  high  stan- 
dards that  pharmacists  had  set  themselves,  and  a  reminder 
that  the  chemist  must  study  hard  and  expensively  to  enable 
him  to  discharge  his  professional  responsibilities  to  the 
public."  The  pharmaceutical  student  in  Eire  today  cer- 
tainly has  to  study  hard  and  expensively  to  qualify,  and 
when  he  receives  the  "magic  letters,"  he  is  often  a  long 
time  in  procuring  a  position.  When  he  does,  the  reward 
for  all  his  labours  and  qualification  is  quite  inadequate  to 
keep  body  and  soul  alive,  and  to  give  him  even  a  faint 
glimmer  of  hope  for  the  future.  It  is  only  common  sense 
to  realise  that  not  all  pharmacists  can  possibly  open  up 
establishments  for  themselves,  and  although  at  the  moment 
the  Council  of  the  Society  may  be  trying  to  improve  the 
lot  of  the  "  men  with  the  shops,"  it  seemingly  has  not 
occurred  to  it  to  look  after  the  interests  of  the  pharmacists 
who  have  to  work  for  a  living  as  employees.  I  know  that 
there  is  some  move  afoot  to  have  pharmacists  installed 
everywhere  that  there  is  a  dispensary,  but  if  that  ever  comes 
to  pass  the  positions  will  probably  be  filled  by  pharmacists 
who  have  retail  establishments  of  their  own,  just  as  at 
present.  I  think  it  most  unfair  that  pharmacists  should 
hold  two  sources  of  income  while  many  of  their  profes- 
sional brethren  haven't  even  one.  There  are  many  pharma- 
cists in  the  country  today  working  for  the  minimum  trade 
union  rate  for  unqualified  and  having  to  like  it.  If  a  phar- 
macist opens  a  shop  to  discharge  his  professional  responsi- 
bilities to  the  public,  it  is  his  duty  to  remain  there  to  do 
so,  and  not  leave  his  wife  or  counter  hand  to  carry  on. 
while  he  is  out  most  of  the  day  compounding  in  a  hospital. 
The  Society  should  put  a  full-time  inspector  on  the  road  to 
see  that  everyone  is  getting  a  fair  crack  of  the  whip.

DEMOLISHED  by  enemy  action  in  a  "  Baedeker " 
raid  on  Canterbury  in  1942,  the  pharmacy  of 
Savory  &  Moore,  Ltd.,  20  Burgate,  has  been  rebuilt 
on  a  new  site  and  in  a  graceful  early  Georgian  style  in 
harmony  with  the  dignity  of  the  Cathedral  in  whose  shadow 
it  stands. 

The  pharmacy  occupies  a  central  position  on  the  line 
of  the  old  wall  that  contained  the  Cathedral  precincts. 
Its  elegant  frontage  and  gracious  interior  make  it  a  more- 
than-worthy  successor  to  the  company's  original  premises  at 
41  St.  George's  Street,  acquired  from  E.  Bing  &  Son  in 
1930. 

All  the  shops  in  the  row  were  designed  by  Mr.  J.  B. 
Denman  (a  past-president  of  the  Royal  Institute  of  British

Architects).  They  are  built  of  two-inch  bricks  and  Portland 

stone. 

Fixtures  and  fittings 

Internally,  the  shop  has  been  fitted  out  in  mahogany 
and  plate-glass.  Most  of  the  fittings  are  new,  but  one 
mahogany  wall-fixture,  incorporating  a  clock,  is  a  period 
piece  brought  from  the  former  Oxford  Street,  London, 
pharmacy  of  Squire  &  Sons,  Ltd.  In  the  well-equipped  dis- 
pensary are  attractive  globe-stoppered  shop-rounds  also 
from  Squires.  The  windows,  equipped  with  a  new  system 
of  spot-lighting,  are  open  at  the  back,  giving  the  shop  the 
full  benefit  of  the  light  from  the  tall  windows  and  fanlights

flooring  emphasises  the  elegant  style  of  the  premises. 

In  a  spacious  basement  are  shelf-fixtures  and  cupboards 
brought  from  the  company's  St.  George's  St  eet  warehouse, 
which  was  not  demolished  during  the  bombing.

Materia  Medica  Vegetabilis,  Part  I 

e.  F.  steinmetz.  Copies  from  the  author,  Keizersgracht 
714,  Amsterdam.  13|  x  8i  in.  Pp.  245.  £5  12s.  6d.  for 
complete  work. 

In  facsimile  typewriter  printing,  the  book  is  part  one  of  a 
work  which  is  to  be  completed  in  three  volumes  by  De- 
cember. The  author,  an  Amsterdam  herbalist,  states  in  the 
preface  that  he  was  influenced  to  write  the  book  as  a 
result  of  "  the  increasing  interest  which  the  medical  pro- 
fession is  again  taking  in  drugs  from  the  vegetable  king- 
dom." The  book  is  intended  to  convey  a  practical  know- 
ledge of  the  use  of  botanical  drugs  (including  essential  oils) 
in  therapy,  in  pharmacy  and  in  veterinary  practice.  Each 
monograph  is  given  in  Latin  together  with  the  botanical 
source  and  natural  order.  The  medicinal  properties  are 
translated  into  four  languages — English,  Dutch,  German 
and  French.  A  fair  proportion  of  the  drugs  mentioned  have 
been  obsolete  in  medicine  for  many  years  so  far  as  .he 
United  Kingdom  is  concerned,  and  for  that  reason  tne 
book  is  of  greater  importance  to  the  herbalist  than  the 
pharmacist.  Nevertheless,  every  pharmacist  is  confronted 
with  the  occasional  inquiry  for  out-of-the-way  drugs  and 
there  are  now  few,  if  any,  books  dealing  with  them.  The 
use  of  the  skull  and  crossbones  sign  against  poisonous 
drugs  is  unusual  but  commendable  in  a  polyglot  book  of 
this  nature.  Arranged  alphabetically,' the  first  part  ends  with 
ipecacuanha  root.  Part  II,  presumably,  completes  the  mono- 
graphs, since  Part  III  is  intended  to  be  an  index  to  the 
entire  work. 
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PHARMACEUTICAL      SOCIETY     OF     GREAT  BRITAIN 

CALL  FOR  HOSPITAL  PHARMACY  IMPROVEMENTS 


It  was  announced  at  a  meeting  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  held  in  London  on  November  2 
and  3,  the  president  (Mr.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst)  in  the  chair, 
that  the  Public  Services  Committee  had  completed  its  study 
of  the  published  summary  of  the  Linstead  Report  on  Hos- 
pital Pharmaceutical  Services  <see  C.  &  D.,  July  17,  p. 
57).  It  had  decided  to  ask  the  co-ordinating  committee 
of  the  Society  and  the  Guild  of  Public  Pharmacists  to 
consider  the  steps  to  be  taken  to  secure  implementation 
of  the  proposals  the  two  bodies  submitted  to  the  sub- 
committee of  the  Standing  Pharmaceutical  Advisory  Com- 
mittee (the  Society's  proposals  were  given  in  the  C.  &  D., 
April  19,  1952,  p.  556).  It  was  thought  that  while  the 
publication  of  the  full  report  of  the  subcommittee  con- 
tinued to  be  desirable,  the  main  objective  was  to  press 
for  the  improvements  in  the  hospital  service  advocated 
by  the  two  bodies. 

The  Public  Services  Committee  also  reported  that  it 
had  made  arrangements  for  a  memorandum  to  be  pre- 
pared for  the  Society's  consideration,  issuing  general  ad- 
vice on  the  storage  and  handling  of  poisons  in  hospitals. 

Poisons  in  Polythene  Containers 

Regarding  the  use  of  polythene  containers  for  prepara- 
tions containing  Part  I  poisons,  it  was  decided  that  the 
Poisons  Board  should  be  invited  to  consider  whether  Rule 
23  of  the  Poisons  Rules  should  not  be  amended  so  as  to 
refer  to  containers  made  of  materials  other  than  glass. 

It  was  reported  that  the  term  of  office  of  Mr.  C.  W. 
Maplethorpe  as  a  member  of  the  council  of  the  School 
of  Pharmacy,  University  of  London,  would  expire  on  De- 
cember 31.  The  Council  nominated  Mr.  Maplethorpe  to 
serve  for  a  further  period  of  three  years.  A  letter  was 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  inviting  nominations 
to  the  Central  Health  Services  Council  and  to  the  Phar- 
maceutical Standing  Advisory  Committee  to  fill  vacancies 
for  the  period  beginning  on  April  1,  1955.  The  Council 
decided  upon  the  names  to  be  submitted. 

The  President  reported  with  regret  the  death  of  Mr. 
Howard  Bayles  (see  C.  &  D.,  October  30,  p.  437),  who, 
he  said,  was  an  authority  on  the  history  of  pharmacy  and 
by  his  scholarly  studies  in  that  field  had  made  outstanding 
contributions  to  the  literature  of  the  subject. 

The  Council  approved  for  circulation  to  the  Branches 
an  interim  report  on  the  results  of  its  consideration  of 
resolutions  passed  at  the  Branch  Representatives'  meeting 
held  in  May. 

The  Secretary  and  Registrar  reported  that  the  Society 
had  received  the  gift  of  a  drawing  of  Peter  Squire  from 
his  grandson,  Mr.  L.  R.  L.  Squire.  The  Society  was  asked 
to  thank  Mr.  Squire  for  the  gift. 

It  was  reported  that  in  connection  with  the  impending 
issue  of  the  National  Health  Service  (Superannuation) 
(Amendment)  Regulations,  1954,  a  reply  had  been  received 
from  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  the  Society's  suggestion 
that  a  guide  to  the  Regulations  might  usefully  be  pub- 
lished. The  reply  stated  that  an  explanatory  booklet  was 
already  available  on  the  scheme  as  it  was  at  present,  but 
that  the  suggestion  would  be  given  full  consideration. 

In  a  progress  report  on  the  activities  of  the  Franco- 
British  Pharmaceutical  Commission,  it  was  announced  that 
Mr.  J.  C.  Hanbury  had  succeeded  Mr.  D.  W.  Hudson  as 
chairman  of  the  British  section.  The  Commission's  second 
bi-annual  report,  covering  the  years  1952  and  1953,  was 
received.  It  was  also  reported  that  Sir  Hugh  Linstead 
had  received  a  letter  of  congratulation  on  the  Commission's 
achievements  from  the  chairman  of  the  permanent  Mixed 
Commission  appointed  under  the  Franco-British  Cultural 
Convention.  The  letter  expressed  admiration  of  the  close 
collaboration  achieved  between  Britain  and  France  in  the 


pharmaceutical  field,  and  added  the  hope  that  other  pro- 
fessional organisations  might  be  persuaded  to  form  similar 
associations. 

Reports  were  received  of  the  results  of  the  examinations 
held  in  England  and  Wales  and  in  Scotland  in  July  and 
September  1954.    In  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist  Qualify- 
ing examination  (July),  there  were  in  England  and  Wales 
254  entrants,  of  whom  100  passed,  seventy-three  were  re- 
ferred in  one  subject  and  twenty-eight  in  two  subjects, 
forty-nine  failed,  and  four  were  absent.     Of  forty  re- 
entrants, seven  passed,  four  were  referred  in  one  subject 
and  six  in  two  subjects,  seventeen  failed,  and  six  were 
absent.   There  were  forty-six  entrants  for  a  referred  sub- 
ject, of  whom  thirty-three  passed,  eleven  were  again  re- 
ferred,  and  two   were   absent;   and  thirty-three  entrants 
for  two  referred  subjects,  of  whom  twenty-two  passed,  ten 
were  again  referred  in  both  subjects,  and  one  was  absent. 
For  forensic  pharmacy  only  twenty-one  candidates  entered, 
and  all  passed.  In, Scotland  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Chemist 
Qualifying  examination,  there  were  213  first  entries,  of 
whom  eighty-eight  passed,  forty-four  were  referred  in  one 
subject  and  twenty-four  in  two  subjects,  fifty-five  failed, 
and  two  were  absent.  Of  eighteen  re-entrants,  three  passed, 
three  were  referred  in  one  subject,  and  four  in  two  sub- 
jects, seven  failed,  and  one  was  absent.    For  a  referred 
subject  twenty-seven  candidates  entered  and  fifteen  passed, 
ten  being  again  referred,  and  two  were  absent.  There  were 
twenty-five  entrants  for  two  referred  subjects,  and  fourteen 
passed,  eleven  being  again  referred  in  both  subjects.  Two 
candidates  entered  for  forensic  pharmacy  only,  and  both 
passed.  For  the  Intermediate  examination  in  England  and 
Wales  (September)  there  were  seven  entrants,  and  none 
passed,  one  was  referred  and  six  failed.  Of  thirty-six  re- 
entrants, five  passed,  seven  were  referred,  twenty-one  failed, 
and  three  were  absent.  There  were  sixty-five  entrants  for  a  re- 
ferred  subject,   of  whom  twenty-eight  passed,  thirty-five 
were  again  referred,  and  two  were  absent.  In  Scotland  in 
October  there  were  ten  first  entries,  two  passed,  two  were 
referred,  five  failed,  and  one  was  absent.  Of  twenty-seven 
re-entrants,  eight  passed,  six  were  referred,  nine  failed,  and 
four  were  absent.    There  were  twenty-six  entrants  for  a 
referred  subject,  and  nineteen  passed,  seven  being  again  re- 
ferred.  In  the  Intermediate  examination  held  in  Scotland 
in  July  there  were  136  first  entries,  of  whom  eighty-three 
passed.    Re-entrants  numbered  seventeen,  of  whom  seven 
passed,  one  was  referred,  seven  failed,  and  two  were  absent. 
Of  nine  entrants  for  a  referred  subject,  seven  passed,  and 
two  were  again  referred. 

Scholarships  and  Prizes 

It  was  reported  that  the  Manchester  Pharmaceutical 
Association  scholarship  had  been  awarded  to  Peter  J. 
Thomas.  No  candidate  obtained  the  minimum  marks  for 
the  award  of  any  of  the  other  scholarships,  and  the  presi- 
dent had  directed  that  those  should  not  be  awarded  for 
1954.  The  Pereira  medal  was  awarded  to  Irving  R.  John- 
ston. No  candidate  obtained  the  minimum  marks  for  the 
award  of  the  silver  or  the  bronze  medals,  and  the  president 
directed  that  those  should  not  be  awarded  for  1954.  The 
Chairman  stated  that  in  view  of  the  small  number  of  appli- 
cants and  the  unsatisfactory  results,  the  secretary  had  been 
asked  to  submit  a  memorandum  on  Council  prizes  and 
the  scholarships.  It  was  reported  that  the  Umney  Memorial 
prize  for  1954  had  been  awarded  to  William  R.  Evans, 
Llanegryn,  Merioneth.  The  Council  approved  the  Educa- 
tion Committee's  recommendation  that  the  Thomas  Chase 
prize  should  be  awarded  to  Joyce  W.  Prescott,  King's  Nor- 
ton, Birmingham.  The  Petrie  Trust  bursary  for  1954,  with 
a  copy  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  was  awarded 
to  Margaret  M.  Downie,  Kemnay,  Aberdeenshire. 
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The  Secretary  reported  that  inquiries  of  schools  of 
pharmacy  on  the  extent  to  which  revision  courses  were 
available  showed  that,  while  organised  revision  courses  were 
not  provided,  the  majority  of  the  schools  were  willing  to 
arrange  for  the  revision  instruction  of  former  students. 

Benevolent  Fund  Grants 

The  report  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  and  War  Aid  Com- 
mittee showed  that  grants  amounting  to  £333  4s.  had  been 
made  to  nine  widows  and  two  members.  Recommendations 
for  grants  amounting  to  £578  in  four  other  cases  (one  widow 
and  three  members)  were  approved.  Two  applications 
were  deferred.  From  the  Orphan  Fund  the  Com- 
mittee granted  £50  a  year  for  three  years  in  one  case,  and 
its  recommendation  for  a  grant  of  £100  from  that  fund 
in  another  case  was  approved.  The  action  of  the  chairman 
in  authorising  payment  of  £25  to  a  beneficiary  during 
convalescence  was  approved.  On  the  Committee's  recom- 
mendation, the  Council  approved  that  a  Christmas  gift  of 
£5  should  be  given  to  each  of  seventy-five  annuitants  from 
the  Benevolent  Fund;  one  of  £2  2s.  to  each  of  twelve 
orphans  from  the  Orphan  Fund;  and  one  of  £2  2s.  to 
children  under  sixteen  whose  parents  are  receiving  grants 
from  the  Benevolent  Fund  and  War  Aid  Fund  during  1954. 

The  Secretary  reported  that  receipt  of  legacies  of  £100 
each  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  and  the  Birdsgrove  House 
Fund  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  R.  A.  Hudspith, 


Newcastle-upon-Tyne;  and  of  a  legacy  of  £200  to  the  Bene- 
volent Fund  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  Frank  Hors- 
field,  Bridlington. 

The  Birdsgrove  House  Warden's  report  stated  that  in  the 
month  to  October  16,  1954,  there  had  been  fifty-three 
guests  at  the  convalescent  home  for  an  aggregate  of  seventy- 
four  weeks,  against  fifty-six  guests  and  seventy-one  weeks 
in  the  same  period  of  1953. 

It  was  reported  that  during  August-October,  531  persons 
had  been  registered  as  students,  making  a  total  of  821 
in  the  current  year,  against  733  in  the  corresponding  period 
of  the  previous  year.  Under  reciprocity  arrangements  the 
names  of  fourteen  persons  were  added  to  the  Register  of 
Pharmaceutical  Chemists,  and  it  was  approved  that  three 
further  names  should  be  added  on  submission  of  the  required 
documents.  Since  the  last  meeting  the  names  of  nineteen 
former  members  of  the  Society  had  been  restored  to  the 
Register.  The  Council  approved  that  the  names  of  two 
pharmacists  removed  more  than  ten  years  ago  should  be 
restored  from  January  1,  1954.  The  addresses  of  five  sets 
of  premises  were  restored  to  the  Register  of  Premises. 

The  Law  Committee's  report  showed  that  in  September 
the  Society's  inspectors  and  agents  visited  1,034  authorised 
sellers,  308  listed  sellers,  and  503  drug-store  proprietors 
and  similar  traders.  Six  cases  of  alleged  infringement  of 
the  Pharmacy  Acts  were  considered  and  appropriate  action 
was  taken. 


A  Chartered  Accountant  gives  answers  to 

ANY  BUSINESS  QUESTIONS? 


Last  year,  my  wife  had  an  accident  and  I  was  com- 
pelled to  arrange  for  her  to  be  looked  after,  so  my 
daughter  decided  it  would  be  best  if  she  gave  up  her 
job  for  the  purpose.   From  September  1953  until  the 
end  of  the  year  she  was  occupied  in  doing  that,  but 
early  in  the  new  year  obtained  part-time  employment 
(my  wife  requiring  less  attention)  until  the  following 
May,  when  she  was  again  working  full-time.    Am  I 
entitled  to  make  any  claim  for  tax  relief  in  those  cir- 
cumstances, and  how  much  should  I  get  ? 
The  general  ruling  is  that  an  allowance  of  tax  on  £40  may 
be  claimed  where  the  taxpayer,  by  reason  of  old  age  or 
infirmity,  is  compelled  to  depend  on  the  services  of  a 
daughter  resident  with  and  maintained  by  him.  In  practice, 
that  relief  is  extended  to  cases  where  the  taxpayer's  wife 
(or  husband)  is  old  or  infirm.  The  fact  that  the  daughter's 
services  have  not  been  required  for  the  whole  year  will 
not  negative  or  reduce  the  claim  where  the  period  of  time 
is  substantial.   In  such  instances  the  Inland  Revenue  take 
a  reasonable  view  and  the  whole  relief  available  is  usually 
given.    It  does  not  matter  what  the  total  income  of  the 
daughter  is  for  the  tax  year  in  question  provided  she  is 
resident   and   is   maintained,   and   the  question  of  what 
amounts  to  maintenance  is  entirely  one  of  fact,  to  be  de- 
cided according  to  circumstances.   What  relief  is  given  is 
a  matter  of  the  tax  position,  but  usually  it  reduces  the 
liability  at  the  highest  rate  (or  rates)  applicable  to  the 
taxpayer. 

Details  would  be  appreciated  of  an  up-to-date  method 
of  filing,  giving  its  advantages  and  the  costs  of  instal- 
ling some  sort  of  order  that  would  save  not  only  time 
but  also  much  irritation. 
There  has  been  much  development  in  the  use  of  "  suspen- 
sion filing  "  since  the  end  of  the  war,  the  following  type 
in  particular.  Each  drawer  of  a  filing  cabinet  is  quickly 
converted  by  fitting  a  chassis  which  has  two  side  rails 
along  which  manilla  folders  hooked  to  them  can  slide. 
In  those  folders,  which  thus  remain  in  a  vertical  position 
and  which  are  alphabetically  indexed  as  required  by  mov- 
able tabs,  are  placed  the  individual  files  which  themselves 
may  have  metal  tabs  for  easy  identification.  Each  chassis 
accommodates  between  60-80  folders,  and  as  each  folder 
is  already  creased  at  the  bottom,  due  allowance  is  made 
for  expanding  contents.  Since  the  folders  do  not  rest  on 
the  bottom  of  the  drawer  but  hang  from  the  rails,  there 
is  no  need  for  a  supporting  plate.    The  system  may  be 


adapted  to  fit  the  drawers  of  a  desk.  Varieties  of  suspen- 
sion filing  systems  are  Twinlock,  Shannon,  Remington  Rand 
and  Roneo.  The  systems  are  orderly  with  their  tidy, 
readily-visible  and  accessible  files  and  it  is  claimed  they 
are  an  economy  in  clerical  labour  and  space  used.  Efficient 
use  may  be  made  of  the  coloured  celluloid  shields  fitting 
over  and  protecting  the  tab  titles.  To  equip  a  cabinet 
drawer  with  fifty  foolscap-size  folders,  tabs,  shields,  etc., 
would  cost  in  the  region  of  £5  10s.,  plus  purchase  tax. 

BRITISH  FINE  CHEMICALS  AND  THEIR  USES 

21.  LITHIUM  CHLORIDE 

LITHIUM  chloride  is  the  basic  material  used  for  the 
preparation  of  various  lithium  salts.  Unlike  the  extrac- 
tion of  many  of  the  other  metals,  the  initial  fusion  process 
from  lithium  mica  or  lepidolite  produces  a  mixture  of 
sulphates  of  potassium  and  lithium.  On  treatment  with 
barium  chloride,  a  solution  of  lithium  chloride  is  formed, 
which  is  suitably  refined.  This  is  the  basis  of  the  carbonate, 
citrate,  tartrate,  salicylate  and  bromide  of  lithium,  all  of 
which  are  used  medicinally.  The  metal  radical  of  lithium 
salts  has  a  lower  atomic  weight  than  that  of  the  acid 
radical  and  this  peculiarity  has  special  benefits  in  other 
branches  of  chemical  activity.  Concentrated  solutions  of 
lithium  chloride  have  the  ability  to  absorb  moisture  from 
the  surrounding  atmosphere,  and  have  been  successfully 
utilised  in  modern  air-conditioning  equipment.  This  is 
applied  for  air  drying  both  with  and  without  cooling  and 
is  claimed  to  reduce  materially  the  capacity  of  the  refrigera- 
tion equipment  required. 

In  the  preparation  of  artificial  mineral  waters  lithium 
chloride  is  incorporated  in  Fachingen,  Karlsbader  Sprudel, 
Emser  Kraenchen,  and  Kreuznacher  Elisabethquelle. 
Lithium  chloride  is  one  of  the  salts  recommended  for  the 
purpose  of  facilitating  azotisation  in  the  production  of 
cyanamide  and  other  cyanide  compounds  by  electro- 
thermal processes.  It  is  claimed  that  less  energy  is  required, 
and  that  heat  losses  are  smaller.  In  the  soap  industry  it 
has  been  employed  in  the  production  of  lithium  carmine. 
For  aircraft  lubrication  purposes,  specialised  forms  of  lubri- 
cants and  greases  which  maintain  the  proper  viscosity  at 
high  and  low  temperatures  use  lithium  soaps.  Metallic 
lithium  is  obtained  by  fusion  of  the  chloride  using  electro- 
thermal methods.  Lithium  chloride  is  also  used  in  pyro- 
technics. It  is  usually  very  pure,  and  only  contains  traces  of 
potassium  and  sulphates.

and  obtain  either  compact  or  bold  displays.  The  depth 
of  the  shop  (from  window  enclosure  to  face  of  the 
centre  stock  fittings)  is  10  ft.  and  when  there  are  two 
service  counters  placed  in  front  of  these  fittings  the  cus- 
tomer space  is  5  ft.  9  in.  There  are  service  fittings  on 
either  of  the  side  walls,  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  two 
fittings  which  link  with  the  window  enclosure  should  have 
all-glass  sliding  doors  in  both  upper  and  lower  sections. 
At  the  left-hand  rear,  a  sight-testing  room  is  shown.  This 
is  5  ft.  6  in.  wide  x  11  ft.  long.  By  placing  the  mirror 
at  one  end  and  the  sight-testing  chart  at  the  other  behind 
the  chair,  the  required  visual  length  of  6  metres  is  ob- 
tained. There  is  room  for  sight-testing  equipment  adjoin- 
ing the  chart.  The  right-hand  rear  section  is  given  over 
to  the  dispensary,  which  consis.s  of  an  L-shaped  bench 
fitted  with  a  sink  at  one  end  and  with  two  or  three  lines 
of  wood  shelves  above.  The  other  two  walls  are  fitted, 
with  open-locker  stock  fittings.  Access  to  both  sight- 
testing  room  and  dispensary  is  through  two  architraved 
openings  within  which  curtains  are  hung.  As  the  premises

No  indication  is  given  in  your  letter  as  to  the  width  of 
site  of  your  proposed  premises,  so  I  have  taken  it  at 
21  ft.  If  it  is  the  other  way  round  then  adjustments  would 
have  to  be  made  to  the  dimensions  given  on  the  adjoin- 
ing plan.  The  depth  of  the  new  shopfront  I  have  shown 
at  3  ft.,  and  the  entrance  door  is  placed  on  the  left  side, 
for  reasons  of  easy  access  to  the  sight-testing  room.  The

UNITED  STATES  REPORT 

New  York,  November  9;  Various 
Crude  Drugs  moved  into  higher 
ground.  Henna  powder  was  up  one 
cent  to  range  from  23  to  24  cents  per 
lb.  Rauwolfia  serpentina  was  firm 
with  only  occasional  lots  available  at 
$3  50  to  $400.  Juniper  berries  de- 
veloped renewed  strength  advancing 
three  cents  to  15  cents  per  lb.  Tolu 
balsam  was  higher  by  25  cents  at 
$4-25  and  Peru  balsam  up  five  cents 
to  $L35  with  some  suppliers  quoting 
even  higher  prices.  Domestic  manufac- 
turers of  Copper  sulphate  continued 
to  enjoy  a  good  export  demand  par- 
ticularly from  South  America,  the  pick- 
up being  attributed  to  a  tighter  supply 
situation  in  Great  Britain. 

A  highlight  in  the  Essential  Oil 
market  was  a  one  dollar  drop  in  Cali- 
fornian  Lemon  to  the  basis  of  $5-50 
dollars  per  lb.  This  was  the  first  reduc- 
tion in  lemon  oil  prices  since  last  May 
and  reflected  more  abundant  supplies. 
Dalmatian  Sage  was  also  a  weak  spot 
declining  by  $L25  to  $4-50  per  lb. 
under  the  weight  of  freer  offerings. 
Eugenol  was  off  25  cents  to  $300 
Other  oils,  however,  displayed  firmness. 
Clove  was  up  30  cents  to  $3-55,  Cara- 
way, 25  cents  higher  to  $3-50.  Pepper- 
mint was  advanced  by  25  cents  with  the 
natural  oil  ranging  from  $8  00  to  $8-40 
per  lb.  and  redistilled  from  $8-50  to 
$9-00. 
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WORLD  TRADE 

U.S.  Penicillin  Plant  for  Egypt?  — 

A  United  States  delegation  is  reported 
to  have  approached  the  Egyptian 
Government  with  a  view  to  erecting  a 
penicillin  plant  in  Egypt  at  an  esti- 
mated cost  of  £E5,800,000. 

Acid  Plant  for  Canada.  —  Inland 
Chemicals  (Canada),  Ltd.,  has  awarded 
a  contract  for  construction  of  a  one- 
million-dollar  sulphuric  acid  plant  at 
Fort  Saskatchewan.  It  will  use  south- 
ern Alberta  sulphur  to  produce  100 
tons  of  sulphuric  acid  daily. 

Spain  to  Export  Silver  Nitrate?  — 
It  is  reported  that  Spain  may  soon  be- 
come an  exporter  of  silver  nitrate.  Im- 
ports have  already  been  suspended, 
reflecting  increased  domestic  output  and 
permission  to  export  is  being  sought 
from  the  Ministry  of  Commerce. 

Chilean  Antibiotic  Plant. — Represent- 
atives of  Charles  Pfizer,  Inc.,  have 
announced  that  studies  have  been  com- 
pleted for  the  company  to  set  up  a 
large  antibiotic  plant  in  Chile.  Initial 
capital  investment  would  be  $1  million 
and  local  interests  would  participate. 

New  Swiss  Pharmaceutical  Plant. 
—  The  management  of  Ciba,  A.G., 
Basle,  has  decided  to  begin  con- 
struction of  a  new  plant  at  Stein.  Lack 
of  space  at  the  Basle  works  and  the 
possibility  of  using  the  upper  Rhine 
for  transport  purposes  have  determined 
the  location  of  the  new  plant. 

Indian  Transfusion  Gelatin  Pro- 
duction.— A  scheme  for  setting  up  an 
experimental  unit  for  the  preparation 
of  transfusion  gelatin  has  been  sanc- 
tioned by  the  Indian  National  Re- 
search Development  Corporation.  A 
sum  of  Rs.  75,000  has  been  set  aside 
for  capital  equipment. 

Saudi  Arabia  Medicinal  Imports.  — 
In  future  it  will  be  sufficient  for  Brit- 
ish firms  to  register  their  pharmaceuti- 
cal products  direct  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  Saudi  Arabia  to  cover  all 
their  consignments  of  such  goods  to 
that  country.  The  registration  may  be 
made  by  sending  to  the  Saudi  Ministry 
of  Health  a  list  of  products  which  has 
been  certified  by  the  British  Ministry 
of  Health. 

U.S.  Exports  to  Hong  Kong. — The 
United  States  Commerce  Department 
has  announced  that  U.S.  exporters 
may  now  ship  more  than  twenty-five 
additional  commodities  to  Hong  Kong 
without  applying  for  individual  export 
licences.  The  additional  items  include 
certain  rubber  gloves,  pharmaceuticals, 
photographic,  projection  and  optical 
goods,  and  dental  and  laboratory 
equipment. 

Finnish  Tariff  Increases. — Finland  is 
to  increase  tariffs  on  imported  goods 
by  an  average  of  20  per  cent.  The 
increase  will  make  them  nominally 
twelve  times  as  high  as  in  1939.  At 
present  they  are  ten  times  as  high 
nominally.  As  the  Finnish  currency  is 
now  worth  only  a  tenth  of  its  pre-war 
value,  the  real  value  of  the  present 
tariffs  is  about  the  same  as  in  1939. 
The  Government  has  also  decided  to 
reduce  the  purchase  tax  by  25  per 
cent.  The  two  measures  will  be  incor- 
porated in  the  next  budget  and  are  de- 
signed to  combat  inflation.
